The au-
thor’s name, Willa Sibert Cather, is one
not known in this locality. It would be
iuteresting to know whether she has
lived here at any time in the past, or
whether she selected the name by
chance.

The story is similar to one that might
be told by many a pioneer. The heroine
is a cultured New England woman, one
who had enjoyed superior opportunities
for acquiring a musical education but
who had, soon after her marriage, left
her old home and come to live on the
prairies of Red Willow county, where
for years, she lived the slave’s life to
which the wives of the wesfern farmer
have become accustomed. Returning
to Boston after an absence of several
years, to secure her share of some prop-
erty that had been left her by a relative
who had died, she was taken to a con-
cert at which the old scores that, in her
younger days, she knew so well, were
played. At first her sensibilities seemed
to have become immune to the charm
and fascination of musie, but before the
concert was ended her dormant faculties
reasserfed themselves, and her capacity
for appreciation was as great as it had
ever been.

The possibilities in such a theme are
apparent, and the author has utilized
them to ndvantage., Her treatment of
the subject is skillful. The story is un-
usually meritorious.
